Unavoidable  circumstances  have  delayed  the  publication 
of  this  number  of  the  Register  till  the  present  time,  more  to 
the  regret  of  the  undersigned,  probably,  than  to  that  of  its 
readers.  During  the  past  year,  other  and  more  important 
duties  have  so  encroached  upon  the  little  time  that  has  been 
heretofore  devoted  to  this  purpose,  that  it  has  been  quite 
impossible  to  hasten  its  preparation  a  single  day.  As  the 
same  reasons  are  likely  to  exist  for  some  time  to  come,  it 
is  deemed  best  not  to  propose  a  continuance  of  the  pub- 
lication at  regular  intervals,  or  even  to  promise  positively 
its  continuance  at  all.  Indeed,  so  considerable  are  the 
disadvantages  under  which  the  work  is  carried  on -in  its 
present  hands,  that  personal  considerations  would  dictate 
its  entire  surrender.  It  seems  scarcely  possible  that,  under 
such  circumstances,  satisfaction  should  be  given  to  those 
interested  in  the  object  to  which  the  paper  is  devoted,  and 
some  efforts  have  been  made  to  find  other  parties  who, 
possessing  equal  zeal  and  better  opportunities,  would  assume 
the  responsibility  of  the  publication.  But  as  no  such  per- 
son has  yet  been  found,  and  as  many  subscribers  have  ex- 
pressed their  regret  at  the  prospect  of  its  discontinuance, 
another  effort  will  be  made  to  keep  it  alive. 

It  is  some  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  Register  has  ful- 
filled, to  some  extent,  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  started. 
It  has  excited  a  greater  interest  in  the  genealogy  and  history 
of  the  family,  among  its  members  ;  it  has  stimulated  research 
among  neglected  records,  and  many  valuable  and  interesting 
facts  have  been  rescued  from  forgetfulncss  and  loss;  and 
especially  a  spirit  of  friendliness  and  good  feeling  has  been 
promoted  between  the  scattered  representatives  of  the  race. 
A  large  amount  of  material  has  been  collected  and  continual 
additions  are  making  to  the  stock,  which  only  requires  to 
be  arranged  in  proper  order  to  throw  valuable  light  upon 
the  early  history  and  progress  of  the  Paines  in  America. 

From  these  sources  it  would  be  easy  to  fill  many  num- 
bers of  the  Register  with  interesting  matter,  much  of  which 
would  not  find  so  appropriate  a  place  in  a  more  formal 
genealogical  work. 

It  is  the  present  intention  of  the  undersigned  to  issue  in 
the  course  of  the  coming  summer,  a  new  number  of  the 
paper,  comprising,  probably,  the  amount  of  several  num- 
bers, but  otherwise  of  corresponding  size  and  style,  of  the 
appearance  of  which,  with  the  terms,  due  notice  will  be 
given  by  circular  to  the  present  subscribers.  In  that  num- 
ber place  will  be  found  for  the  communications  of  several 
correspondents  whose  favors  have  been  some  time  waiting 
insertion.  In  the  meantime  correspondents  will,  it  is 
hoped,  continue  to  furnish  the  results  of  their  researches, 
as  before,  for  whether  the  Register  is  continued  or  not,  it 


is  desirable  that  the  materials  for  a  complete  history  of  the 
families  of  our  name  should  be  collected  and  preserved 
where  they  can  at  any  time  be  referred  to  or  used.

110.]    THE  PAINES  OF  WORCESTER,  MASS. 

Continued  from  No.  7  [91]. 
In  concluding  the  series  of  articles  on  the  Paines  of  Wor- 
cester, we  shall  offer  further  particulars  relative  to  the  im- 
j   mediate  ancestor  of  the  various  branches  of  the  family — the 
Hon.  Timothy  Paine. 

Timothy,  seventh  and  youngest  child  of  the  Hon.  Na- 
thaniel Paine,  and  Sarah  Clark,  his  wife,  was  born  July 
30th,  1730,  at  Bristol,  R.  I.  He  '*  removed  to  Worcester 
at  the  age  of  eight  years,  and  was  long  one  of  our  most  use-> 
ful  and  respected  citizens.  Soon  after  leaving  college  he 
was  engaged  in  the  public  service.  The  number  and  variety 
of  offices  he  held  exhibit  the  estimation  in  which  he  stood."* 
His  name  stands  fifth  in  the  class  of  1748,  of  Harvard 
College,  Cambridge,  "when  the  names  were  arranged  ac- 
cording to  the  dignity  of  families."  The  following  year, 
August  1st,  1749,  when  nineteen  years  old,  he  espoused 
Sarah  Chandler,  who  was  five  years  his  senior,  she  having 
been  born  January  11th,  1725. 

The  life  of  Timothy  Paine  was  an  uncheckered  one  until 
the  approach  of  the  revolution,  when  he  experienced  his  dne 
share  of  that  tribulation  which  was  the  lot  of  most  who 
embraced  the  royal  cause. 

In  the  year  1774,  there  occurred  an  event  already  treated 
of,  and  which  we  can  best  recur  to  again  in  the  following 
quaint  paragraph,  selected  from  among  the  many  similar 
ones  which  appeared  in  the  newspapers  of  the  day: 

"  It  Is  reported  from  Worcejter  that  lajl  week  2  or  3000 
j  men  mujtered  there,  and  obliged  the  Honourable  Timothy 
i  Paine,  EJq.,  of  that  Place  (who  had  lately  taken  the  Oath 
of  Councillor  upon  the  new  Plan)  to  declare  that  he  would 
not  jerve  in  that  Capacity  of  the  future.  HTis  alfo  Jaid  that 
Jeveral  others  whoje  Abode  is  in  the  Country,  either  have, 
or  jbon  will  do  the  Jame,  as  they  find  their  Acceptance  of 
that  Pojl  of  Honour  has  rendered  their  private  Situation 
very  dijagreeable,  both  to  themjelves  and  the  People  in 
general."  * 

[Bojlon  Evening  Pojl,  Augujl  29,  177^] 

The  three  thousand  men,  valiant  in  overcoming  one,  "ex- 
tended their  lines  through  Main  st.  to  the  meetinghouse;" 
and  through  them  walked  and  halted,  by  turns,  as  has  been 
already  related,  the  Hon.  Timothy  Paine.  But  not  alone. 
His  undaunted  wife  accompanied  him.  With  heroism  equal 
to  any  emergency,  she  declared  that  if  he  went  she  would 
go  too.  It  was  partially  apprehended  that  personal  violence 
would  be  offered  Mr.  Paine,  but  he  escaped  from  his  tor- 
mentors, '*  having  suffered  some  wanton  outrage  of  feeling 
in  addition  to  the  humiliation  of  the  procession."* 

As  we  have  stated,  there  were  but  five  carriages  in  Wor- 
cester at  this  period,  and  those  belonged  to  the  two  families 
of  Paine  and  Chandler.  The  individual  who  kept  them  in 
repair  derived  his  sole  support  from  the  patronage  of  the 
two  leading  families.  He  bore  the  proverbial  name  of  Joe 
Miller.    As  the  times  changed  he  caught  the  infectious

spirit  of  liberty,  and  to  better  his  condition  he  deserted  the 
ranks  of  royalty  and  allied  himself  with  the  patriots.  He 
became'their  unscrupulous  tool,  being  hired  to  "do  the 
dirty  work  of  the  Whig  party."  To  this  political  scavenger 
was  idlotted  the  probably  not  unwelcome  task  of  insulting 
aristocracy  and  royalty,  by  knocking  off  the  wig  of  their 
representative  and  upholder — the  Hon.  Timothy  Paine. 

It  is  said  that  the  blood  of  the  Paines  and  the  Chandlers 
flamed  at  this  outrage.  But  their  power  and  popularity 
had  already  gone.  It  was  but  just  their  wigs  should  follow. 
At  that  moment  Mr.  Paine  vowed  he  would  never  wear  that 
or  any  wig  again — and  he  kept  his  word. 

Though  fallen  from  its  former  high  estate,  the  wig  did 
not  wholly  succumb  to  the  spirit  of  revolution  and  innova- 
tion. Still  conspicuous,  and  to  be  recognized  for  many 
years,  it  perambulated  the  streets  of  Worcester,  perched 
upon  the  head  of  its  former  master's  slave,  into  whose  pro- 
per possession  it  passed  after  its  degradation  from  contact 
with  the  rude  hands  of  the  rebels.* 

Either  nature  or  the  institutions  to  which  he  was  at- 
tached, and  the  position  which  he  occupied,  had  rendered 
Mr.  Paine  somewhat  arbitrary,  as  the  following  incident 
shows : 

When  the  workmen  who  were  locating  the  milestones  be- 
tween Boston  and  Worcester,  arrived  opposite  the  mansion 
of  the  Paine  family,  intending  to  give  the  next  stone  its 
proper  position  some  distance  from  there,  Mr.  Paine  ob- 
serving them,  sallied  forth,  and  bestowing  a  douceur  upon 
the  men,  commanded  that  the  milestone — a  milestone  no 
longer — should  be  placed  at  his  own  door.  It  was  done, 
and"  to  this  day  proves  that  miles  are  not  always  of  the  same 
"length. 

In  ancient  days  the  Paines  of  Worcester  lived  in  a  style 
of  frep  and  generous  hospitality,  not  uncommon  with  many 
families  at  that  period.  "  Dined  at  Mr.  Paine's,  with  much 
company,"  is  frequently  to  be  noted  in  President  John 
Adams'  Diary.  It  was  at  a  dinner  party  there  that  he  suf- 
fered the  defeat  and  discomfiture  already  related,  at  the 
hands  of  Madam  Paine,  when  he  dared  to  propose  the  health 
of  "  the  Devil,''  in  op-nosing  the  ancient  and  loyal  toast  of 
"the  King."  %p 

At  the  festive  board  of  the  Paine  family,  there  emanated, 
too,  not  a  few  of  those  "  chaste  sallies  of  wit  and  humor" 
of  which  we  are  told  Mr.  Paine  was  so  fond,  and  which, 
relished  as  much  as  the  repast  which  his  hospitality  had 
spread  there,  as  the  wine  circulated  around,  not  infre- 
quently set  the  table  in  a  roar. 

The  mortification  and  defeat  suffered  by  the  Paines  of 
Worcester  attendant  upon  the  success  of  the  revolution,  was 
not  of  long  duration  alter  the  establishment  of  altered  poli- 
tical institutions.  Respect  for  personal  character  and  ability, 
combined  in  the  minds  of  many  with  a  feeling  of  deference, 
no^easily  to  be  erased,  though  no  official  recognition  of  it 
could  now  be  demanded,  for  their  most  ancient  family,  out- 
weighed considerations  of  a  mere  political  nature.  Without 
any  undue  concessions  to  popular  opinion  to  gain  popular 
favor,  the  Hon.  Timothy  P>aine  became  equally  a  candidate 
for  the  suffrages  of  the  good  people  of  Worcester  county, 
now  that  they  were  their  own  masters,  as  when  groaning 
under  the  sway  of  British  colonial  rule. 

In  the  year  I7b9,  Mr.  Paine  was  a  candidate  for  a  seat  in 
Congress.  From  the  pens  of  the  simple-minded,  yet  warm- 
hearted, electors  of  the  district  appeared  many  elfusions  in 
the  journals  of  the  day,  advocating  the  claims  ot  the  can-

didate  whose  cause  they  espoused.  We  select  some  of  these 
to  show  what  was  the  popular  estimate  of  the  character  of 
Mr.  Paine,  and  as  evincing  the  altered  state  of  feeling 
towards  the  Paine  family,  on  the  score  of  their  former  mar- 
tyrdom and  now  subdued  loyalty. 

For  Thomas'  Massachusetts  Spy,  Feb.  19,  1789. 

To  the  respectable  Citizens  of  the  District  of  Worcester. 
As  there  appears  to  be  no  choice  of  a  person  in  your  dis- 
trict to  represent  you  in  the  Federal  Assembly,  it  behooves 
you  to  attend  to  the  next  election.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Paine 
and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Grout  are  still  the  highest  candidates — 
each  of  them  have  their  zealous  friends.  The  Hon.  Mr. 
Ward  has  had  a  number  of  votes;  but  the  number  given  has 
I  by  no  means  been  equal  to  the  number  given  for  Messrs. 
Paine  and  Grout.  It  seems  almost  reduced  to  a  certainty 
that  either  Mr.  Paine  or  Mr.  Grout  will  be  eventually 
chosen.  They  are  characters  that  are  known,  both  of  them 
having  been  long  in  the  county. 

Mr.  Paine's  acquaintance  in  the  county  has  been  more 
diffuse  than  Mr.  Grout's;  having  held  a  number  of  respect- 
able offices,  by  which  the  generality  of  the  people  have  a 
knowledge  of  him.  However,  it  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
lienate  the  characters  of  both — in  short,  it  has  become  ne- 
cessary. 

No  man  in  the  district  doubts  but  what  Mr.  Paine  sin- 
cerely wishes  for  an  efficient  government,  a  government 
adequate  to  the  purposes  of  protecting  each  individual  in 
the  full  and  ample  enjoyment  of  all  his  rights,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  but  that  Mr.  Paine  will  be  a  warm  advocate  for 
the  proposed  amendments;  that  he  is  a  friend  to  the  sub- 
stantial yeomanry  of  the  district,  is  equally  true.  The  in- 
tegrity of  his  heart  and  the  great  purity  of  his  morals  have 
never  been  questioned;  he  early  received  a  liberal  education, 
and  has  always  been  esteemed  a  man  of  real  substantial 
abilities,  though  not  of  the  most  splendid  kind;  yet  he  is 
possessed  of  that  kind  of  knowledge  which  really  will  always 
render  him  extremely  useful  in  public  assemblies ;  no  man 
distinguishes  the  right  from  the  wrong  readier  than  he;  the 
great  use  that  has  been  made  of  him  as  a  referee  and  as  an 
arbitrator,  in  this  as  well  as  in  other  counties,  demonstrates 
that  ho  is  esteemed  for  his  abilities  and  impartiality;  he  is 
a  man  of  large  landed  property,  and  which  lands  are  in  the 
commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  mostly  in  your  dis- 
trict, consequently  he  is  a  proper  person  to  represent  the 
yeomanry  ot  your  district;  and  added  to  this  his  easy  cir- 
cumstances and  leisure,  will  admit  his  constant  attendance 
on  the  Federal  Court. 

I  shall  not  say  anything  to  the  disadvantage  of  Mr.  Grout. 
I  mean  to  state  facts  simply.  Grout's  advantages  in  the 
early  part  of  his  life,  were  by  no  means  equal  to  Mr.  Paine's. 
No  one  will  deny  that  Mr.  Grout  is  a  man  of  good  natural 
capacity;  but  to  say  that  he  is  a  man  of  real  science,  would 
be  doubted;  as  would  also,  by  many,  his  having  abilities 
every  way  adequate  to  represent  the  great  and  important 
i   district  of  Worcester.        *       *        *       *        [&c,  &c] 

Consider,  my  friends,  which  is  the  properest  person  of 
the  two,  and  give  your  votes  as  your  good  sense  shall  di- 
rect— put  away  all  li'tle  foolish  prejudices,  and  elect  such  a 
man  as  you  will  not  be  ashamed  of  hereafter — who  is  able 
and  willing  to  assist  and  support  your  dearest  rights  and 
privileges — whether  he  is  named  Paine,  Grout,  Ward  or 
Kinsly.

In  answer  to  an  article  from  one  of  his  opponent's  consti- 
tuents, signed  "WorcesterDistrict,"  which  declared  that  Mr. 
Paine,  still  favored  monarchy  and  aristocracy,  and  that  his

s'ued  By  "the  Paine  family,  at  the  most  interesting  period  in 
their  genealogy,  and  which  entailed  upon  them  obloqin'  and 
hatred,  added  to  ultimate  ruin,  and  that  contempt  which  in- 
variably attends  failure  in  an  unpopular  cause,  we  must 
refer,  among  other  authorities,  to  the  pages  of  the  accom- 
plished historian  of  their  political  martyrdom,  and  the  local 
annals  of  the  town  of  Worcester. 

Though  eloquently  vindicating  their  political  sentiments 
and  claims  to  high  personal  regard,  he  nevertheless  affects 
to  believe  that  their  posterity  would  blush  to  acknowledge 
such  an  ancestry,  when,  half  apologetically,  he  declares  that 
"it  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  wantonly  drawing  from  oblivion 
those  whose  descendants  have  been  among  our  worthiest 


citizens,  that  the  names  of  the  royalists  are  mentioned  in 
the  following  narrative,"  proceeding  then  to  chronicle  events

still  willing  to  believe,  in  the  emphatic  and  unadorned 
phraseology  of  early  patriotism,  afterwards  exchanged  for 
language  of  a  far  more  vehement  and  expr.ssive  character, 
that  "Every  Fool  was  not  a  Tory,  hut  every  Tory  was  a  Fool.'''* 
We  believe  that  the  Paines  of  Worcester,  acting  in  their 
individual  case  according  to  the  dictates  of  reason  and 
honor,  sought  to  uphold  that  form  of  government,  which, 
they  supposed  best  secures  the  love  of  liberty  protected 
by  law,  preserving  its  people  alike  from  the  servitude  of 
I  despotism  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  anarchy  of  unrestrained

Upon 
a  salary  222  dollars,  he  educated  two  sons  at  college,  one 
of  whom  was  a  minister — doubtless  Joshua,  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  in  1784.  minister  of  Charlestown  from  1787  till  Iris 
death  in  1788,  aged  24.  The  father  died  Dec.  28,  1709, 
aged  65.

William  Paine  cf  New  Haven,  admitted  Freeman,  and 
his  land  laid  out  the  same  year.  May  4,  1647,  "  for  ne- 
glecting to  bring  his  arms  at  Saturday  Lecture  he  was  fined 
6d;  and  for  not  being  at  church  on  Sunday  before  the  drum 
stop'd  beating,  having  a  long  way  to  come,  and  not  hear- 
ing the  1st  drum,  fined  only  6d.'!  Nov.  12,  1649,  "  asked 
the  Court  to  release  him  from  bringing  his  arnw  {wehurvhf 
on  the  Lord's  day  and  lecture  days  because  he  lives  a  far" j 
off,  and  hath  three  children  and  his  wife  is  lame  and  can  not 
help  to  bring  the  children.5'  The  Court  released  him  so 
long  as  his  wife  continued  lame. — N.  Haven  Col.  lice. 

1-661,  May  29.  "The  people  of  Southold,  L.  Ishnd, 
made  inquiry  of  the  Court  of  Magistrates  whether  they 
might  not  choose  such  a  drummer  as  was  not  a  freeman  and 
was  chose  by  a  general  vole  of  y;  company.-  The  Court 
answered,  that  b.  cause  of  their  present  and  his  fitness,  they 
allowed  John  Paine  to  be  drummer,  whom  they  nominated."
